Increases in intrastate freight and 


passenger rates, which went on when 
the railroad commission authorized 
them Sept. 1, went off today. They 
wilt go on again Sept. 26, according 
to local railroad officials. 


The hide and seek* game resulted 


from the attack on the first order of 
the railroad commission, increasing 


- the rates, effective Sept. 26, by William 


Lemke and the injunction granted by 
the supreme court against continuance 
of the rates. 


Railroads did not obey the injunc- 


tion, and late yesterday the supreme 
court ordered notice formally served 
on the parties. So local railroad of- 
ficials received word to charge the old 
rates today. 


But the railroad commission yes- 


terday afternoon also authorized the 
increase in a new order designed to 
meet the objections raised in the su- 
preme court, and railroad 
officials 


were informed this order goes into 
effect Sept. 26, raising the rates again. 


Expect Sew Attack 


Lemke is expected to make a new 


court attack on the rates. 


The action of the railroad commis- 


sion followed a two-day session. Com- 
missioners Aandahl and Dupuis voted 
for the increase, Milhollan dissenting. 
When the railroad commission issued 
its first order it did not hold a formal 
meeting, have a formal motion made, 
have the action signed by members 
and included iu the minutes, the su- 
preme court found. This is required 
by law. It has not been customary to 
carry out all these details, it is said. 


The supreme court injunction was 


granted only on these points, although

HEWING TO THE LINE 


Within a week or so the general election contest 


will be on in full blast. None of the vigor displayed 
in the recent primaries should be abated one jot 
or tittle. There is much work ahead if sane, rep- 
resentative and constitutional government is to 
be restored unsullied by class consciousness and 
vicous propaganda. ' 


There is danger that the campaign may de- 


scend to mere issues of personalities. If it hits 
such a level nothing but failure is in store. 


The anti-Townley voters of the state are not 


interested primarily in the quarrels- within-the Oil 
league ranks only in so far as they impress the 
members of that organization with the kind of 
autocratic edifice reared in North Dakota in the 
name of free government. 


The defection of Waters and Brinton is not 


particularly germane to the issues of the cam- 
paign. Their accusations should be placed before 
a grand jury and if substantiated' indictments 
and trial should follow. These men seek to mar- 
ket their charges at to much a line, thus to gar- 
ner the dollars denied them through longer as- 
sociation with the flesh pots of Townleyism. The 
independent Republicans and Democrats have re- 
fused to be drawn into their personal quarrel or to 
bring the campaign down to the level of billings- 
gate, vituperation and cheap invective. None of 
the vital issues of the campaign are involved in 
the Brinton-Waters episode, but the peace officers 
of this state might bestir themselves. The fact 
that not one material step has been taken would 
indicate that the whole mess savors of rank po- 
litical yropaxanda behind which » Uttte of a «ub- 
stantial nature. The election cannot be won in 
North Dakota by beating the tom-toms of per- 
sonal grievance. 


It is to the credit of the independents that they 


have refused absolutely to adopt any of the dis- 
gruntled league leaders who left the fold not for 
principle but because their palms were no longer 
crossed with the filthy lucre—the only bait that 
seems to attract them. 


There can be but one major issue—the speedy 


restoration of a representative government, freed 
from the demoralyzing influence of class strife. 


Hewing to that line and with that always in 


view, North Dakota can be redeemed.
